Raid Into the Cape Country Is Prov- 
ing a Big One, Though the Raid- 
ers Are Doing Very Little 
Damage to Surround- 
ing Country. 


London, December {6.—The position of 
Cape Colony ia hanging in the balance. 
According to the Morning Post's Cape 


Town correspondent, everything depends 


upon the quantity of ammunition in 
posseasio:. of the disloyal Dutch resi- 
denta, fifteen hundred of whom have 
joined the Boers in the Philipstown dia- 
trict alone. Energetic measures have 
been taken to stem the invasion, but 
there is unquestionable danger that 
parties of Boers will get through into 
parts of the colony and gradually raise 
the whole cape into rebellion. Reinforce- 
ments can arrive none too soon. ¢

Shotgun, pistol, parlor rifie, toy cannon, 
gunpowder and cannon cracker each got 
in its vork, and some of the victims wil! 
probably dle as a result of the reckics= 
ness of those who over-induiged them- 
selves in trying to celebrate the holiday. 
Many of the cases are very serious, and 
one little white boy may be blind for 
life, and a young girl will doubtiess Cie 
as a result of the careless aim of a negro 
youth who had a toy pistol es a Christ, 
mas present. 

The Grady hospital ambulance started 
to making runs early Monday evening, 
and it was kept almost constantly going 
until late last night. The ambulance and 
the police patrol appeired to be vieing 
with each other in making rapid calls.

Dr. George Lane and Dr. G. F. Chamt- 
bers, the physicians who are with the 
ambulance when it makes emergency 
calls, were at work all Christmas eve and 


Christmas dey, taking it turn and turn 
about. Over the phone came constant 
messages about boys having been blown 
up with gunpowder, men being slashed 
with knives and razors, and even giris 
having been shot down. 
The hospital was already pretty well 
crowded before the Christmas festivities 
opened up, and when the small boy got 
hold of the toy cannon and perior rifie 
and the larger boys began to fool with 
whiskey and cannon crackers, the hos- 
pital wards were very soon all taken. 
But even after eighteen patients had 
been given beds to be treated for acci- 
dental injuries, the ambulance kept o- 
ing, and leet night the physicians decided 
to make down pellets on the floor. 
Atlanta has seen some Christmases 


| when tne fatalities may have been great-

it has never witnersed a time 
when there were so many accidents in 
one. day. 

Boys Seriously Burned. — 

Among those who were taken to the 
hospital were two small white boys, both 
of whom were severely dnd perhaps seri- 
cusly burned with gunpowder. 

Hugh Cheshire, aged thirteen, the son 
of J. C. Cheshire, of No. 2%1 East Pine 
street, was burned about the face and 
eyes by the explosion of a cannon crack- 
er. He and two other boys were under a 
bank getting ready to sbcot some sand- 
crackers when a man on the bank above 
threw a cannon cracker, with the 
fuse ignited, down upon the group of 
youths. The cracker struck Hugh 
Cheshire on the shoulder, and just as it 
bounded close to his face the 
explosion occurred. He is badly 
burned about the eyes, nose and 
mouth, and it was thought at 
first he would lose his eyesight. He 
was taken hurriedly to the hospital, where 
the physicians examined his injuries and 
pronounced them severe, but not as seri- 
ous as wes at first supposed. 

Fred Roul, the son of a widow who re- 
sides at No. 8 Smith street, and who 
works in the law office of C. T. Ladson, 
had a package of gunpowder to explode 
in his face while he was preparing to

Nathan Roly, colored, of No. 10 Glasen 
avenue, was cut on the head with a 
butcher knife which a friend was trying 
to pitch and stick into a wall. He stuck 
it into Nathan's head instead. The 
wound is very serious. 

George Evans, colored, of No. % Fraser 
street, was shot in the left hand with a 
pistol. In this case the victim did his own 
shooting. 

Walter Jones, of No. 1 Markham 
street, was taken to the hospital with an 
ugly knife wound in his left side, and 
the wound may prove fatal. Jones claims 
that the cutting was an accident, but

Connecticut Soil Is Given a Thorough 
Trial. 


Washington, December %.—The fol- 
lowing’ notice wag posted today by the 
Secretary of Agriculture: 

Milton Whitney, chief of division of 
soil’, reports a successful termination of 
experiments conducted in co-operation 
with the Connecticut experiment station 
in the production of Sumatra tobacco 
near Hartford. One-third of an acre was 
planted under a cheesecioth shade nine 
feet high and cultivated and fermented 
under the direction of M. L. Floyd, to- 
bacco expert o. the department. The 
yield of cured tobacco was 700 pounds, 
making en estimate yield for one acre 
of 2,100 pounds. This lost about 10 per 
cent. in the fermentation. The crop has 
just been sold by L. B. Haas & Com- 
pany, of Hartford to Mitchelson & 
Hibbard of Kansas City for $473.70,.mak- 
ing ‘an estimated value for one acre of 
$1,421; The cost of ~roduction, including 
the whole cost of the shade—the frame for 


which will last five yeare—will not e- 
coed $600 per acre, leaving a net profit 


of over e per acre. This was an aver- 
age price of 71 cents per pound. The crop 
grown in the same fielu, without the 
shade, and fermented in the same way 
yie.@ed about the same quantity and 
brought 27 cents per pound or at rate of 
9607.87 per acre. Deducting the cost of 
cultivation, fertilization and treating, 
this. would leave a profit of about 3300 
per acre. The ordinary crop of the Con- 
necticut Valley brings the farmer about 
20 cents per pound or Sow per acre and, 
deducting the cost of expenses, leaves a 
profit of about $30) per acre.

Scientists Make a Discovery Which 
They Now Diecuss. 
Chicago, December B.- The Record 
tomorrow will say: Experiments on 
turtles have convinced Dr, Jaques Loeb 
and Professor D. J. Lingle, physiologists 
at the University of Chicago, that com- 
mon salt in the blood makes the heart 
beat. What is more, they claim that 
not only does salt keep the heart in 
action, but that it possibly may cause 
the heart to beat egain after it hag once 

stopped. 

For several months Dr, Loeb and Pro- 
fessor Lingle have been experimenting 
to secure the necessary results to prove 
their theory. They have conducted a 
series of delicate scientific tests bearing 
upon the pulsation of the heart and to- 
day made public the announcement that 
the results they obtained had verified 
beyond a doubt their theory that the 
presence of salt in the dDlood caused the 
beats of the heart. 

In the ex ntal work conducted by 
the two physiologists turtles were used 
almost exclustvely.. After snipping off 
the head in as humane a way as possibic 
the lower part of the shell was removed 
and the heart taken possession of. In- 


stead of taking the organ as a whole a 


small strip from one of the ventricles 
was used. The blood was removed and 
a plece of fiesh duepended in different 
solutions; In this way their conclusions 
were adduced. 


that tne fallacy of the early belief that 
tne heart beats because it is full of blood 
was quickly shown when a strip of the 
turtie’s heart was suspended in a solu- 
tion of sodium chioride and a regular 
series of beats began. Separated from 
‘all nerve connections the lifeless strip 
of heart muscle responded perfectly to 
tae presence of the saity solution. 

For weeks the experiments worked to 
ascertain what qualities salt possessed 
to cause this rhythmic beating of the 
heart that were not contained by cal- 
ctum or potash, the salts of which enter 
into the composition of the blood. They 
found a solution of the problem in the 
fact that the action of sodium chloride 
was due to the peculiar character of the 
sodiums. In making the investigation 
they discovered that a pure sodium 
chloride solution was destructive of 
heart tissues, and that by mixing ca.-; 
cium and potasium solutions with the 
sodium solutions they found that the 
poisonous effects of the sodium chloride 
were destroyed.

The total immigration is 460,000, of |. 
which only 50,000 were from Great 
Britain and Ireland.

Of the 60,000 from the British 
islands, 40,000 were from Ireland. 

Only 4,000 people eame from the 
tropics, which leads the report to say:

Central America 
and the West Indies, combined—the en- 
tire tropical territory of the world— 
amounts to less than 4000 people, or less 
than 1 per cent of the total immigration, 
indicates the unwillinghess of the aver- 
age citizen of tropical lands to transfer 
his residence to even so mild a climate 
as that which the southern. part. of the 
United States offers. 

The further fact that during the year 
1800 the total number of immigrants ¢om- 
ing: from the Hawaiian and Philippine 
islands into the United States was less 
than 260 indicates still further the un- 
popularity of a climate such as our own, 
even when joined with the material pros- 
perity such as exists in no other part of 
the world with nativés of the tropics. |

Great interest has been evoked 
throughout the country over the man 
famine” which has been declared to 
exist In Atlanta, and presumably in 
East Point, IIapeville and other adla- 
cent communities. 

In this apparent congestion of the 
fair sex, the part of statesmanship is 
to suggest a remedy. Are there not 
peculiar localities where the situation 
is reversed and where the woman 
famine” is a disturbing factor? If such 
places could be made plain, then the 
first step would have been taken 
toward the re-establishment of an 
equilibrium. A remedy is suggested by 
some recent figures dealing with the 
distribution of human population. It 
has been established, for instance, that 
there is a shortage of women in the 
British colonies. In two of them 
alone—Canada and Australla—there is 
a chance for half a million more to 
gain husbands and homes. According 
to the latest figures the population of 
New South Wales consists of 729,000 
males and 628.000 females. Here is a 
deficiency of 100,000. In Victoria the 
discrepancy is not so marked, but in 
other colonies the difference is pro- 
portionately larger. In New Zealand, 
for instance, there is an excess of 50.- 
00% males. It is believed that if the 
women realized how much they ere 
needed there they would go in bevies. 
It is said, however, that they are too 
timid to venture into strange lands, 
and are waiting for the colonists to 
come and take them. At any rate, 
there fs a way out of the famine to 
such spirited women as may take their 
fortunes into their own hands and 
place themselves within the influence

Of this immense number, between 4 
and 500 were fed in the hall, while the re- 
mainder was supplied with basket din- 
ners. 

The spacious hall was tastily decorated 
with holly and appropriate mottoes, and 
across the center of the hall was attrac- 
tively displayed the “Welcome,” 
which was without fon fitting for 
the occesion. 

All who partook of this feast were 
welcome, and there is no doubt but that 
it served the great purpose for which it 
was given. In addition to the other 
decorations, a numter of United States 
flags wers arranged about the entrance, 
and the hall presented, indeed, an in- 
viting appearance—especially to thusc 
persons who had Icoked forward to the 
coming of Christmas with anything but 
pleasurable anticipation. 

Three long tables filled the principal 
space in the hall, and on these were 
crowded an array of the most tempting 
viands. The menu was elaborate, to say 
the least, and among the features were 
turkey, chicken, cranberry sauce, roast 
beef, nashed potatoes, butter beans, 
three kinds of mince meat ple, a varted 
assortment of cake, and coffee. 5

Big Undertaking. 

The immense undertaking of feeding 
the hosts of the poor of the city began 
at 8 o'clock in the morning, and it was 
4 o'clock in the afternoon when the last 
applicant had devoured a sufficiency and 
left the hall. Great numbers of baskets 
had been prepared, some of them con- 
taining dinner for as many as seven or 
eight persona, and these were distributed 
among those in the hall, for the benefit 
of their families at home. An enormous 
quantity of food was dispensed through- 
out the city in this manner. Some of the 
reople did not eat dinner in the hall, but. 
after securing a basket, returned to their 
homes, so th could enjoy Christmas 
dinner with their families, 

The crowds grouped about the tables, 
rartaking of the repast, formed an in- 
teresting alight and presented an excel- 
lent study for the student of human na- 
ture. The complexion of the crowd com- 
prised principally the product of the low 
streta of scciety, with whom those per- 
sons, in the. full enjoyments of the pleas- 
ures of the world, seldom come in con- 
tact, and especially/in such a concentrht- 
„ed form. There was represented almost 
every stage of life, from the lIittle tot 
of five or six years to aged, gray-head- 
ed men and women. The scene as a 
whole presented a pathetic picture, a 
wholesome generator of human sym- 
pathy, but—the sad side of the picture 
was tinged with a degree of heart con- 
tent when the happy smiles and unmis- 
takable evidences of enjoyment were 
noted on these objects of sympathy. 

Array of Good Appetites. 

One notable feature of the dinner was 
the fact that some of the diners hid from 
view as many as two and three dinners 
showing plainly that the meal was a sub- 
stantial benefit to them. One man, wno 
eat apparently as much as he could hold, 
was heard to exclaim: That's the first 
squere meal I’ve had in six weeks.“ 
Ancther incident that attracted atten- 
tion was the appearance of two cripples. 
who had to be assisted into the hall, and 
when they had concluded the mal had to 
be assisted out again. One of those fed 
seemed to be sadly in need of something, 
in addition to food—he was almost bare, 
footed.

THE SUBJECT OF INTERESTING 


INCD I sent the department a report 
Se ths firing of cannon at clouds to 
prevent the destruction of grapes by 
| hailstorms, several newspapers and a 
number of individuals have | 
that “the consul at Lyons make a sup- 
plementary report on this aubject.”” With 
this object in view, I Mr. 
Jean Raulin, a professor of agriculture 
and an official of the Farmers’ Alliance 
(Styndicat Agricole), of the southeast of 
Fiance, in @ vigit to the towns of Bols- 
d’Qinget and Denice. 
Iii the first place, all the grape growers 
of the neighborhood had been invited to 
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witness the trial of two guns, especially 
constructed as hail destroyers, In the sec- 
ond place, Denice, a general jollification 
was organized to give vent to the joy of 
the grape growers over their success in 
vanquishing their most dreaded enemy 
the hall. : 

Two long cannon were disnlayed in 

each place, almost identical in shape, but 
differing in the manner of firing. The 
subjoined cut representa both. 
Each gun is of the shape of an inverted 
cone, the opening at the mouth being u 
inches wido. It is planted upon a tripod 
$ feet high. The gun itself is 6 feet 6 
inches high above the tripad. It is of 
thin boiler fron. At its base is a forged 
breach, which holds a forged iron block. 
In the center of this block e an aperture 
six inches long, about the sige of a dyna- 
mite cartridge, in which ia placed a me- 
talllo cartridge containing grams of 
blasting powder, wadded With a cork and 
tamped like an ordinary miner's biast. 

It ia @techarged by a needle on a lever 
attached to the base of the forged iron 
holder. 

As many as fifty shots were fired in my 
pregonce in order that I and Vice Consul 
Browne might inspect the working of the 
guns. 

The detonation is very loud. As soon 
as the lanyard is pulled, flame is visible 
at the mouth of the gun, followed imme-. 
diately by a wreath of smoke. The action 
of the powder on the air is represented 
in the accompanying cut. 

A shrill whistling sound immediately 
follows the firing of the cannon and is 
heard for fourteen seconds. At a dis- 
tance this whistling is much louder than 
near the gun. I am told that it ‘travels 


at a speed of 330 meters per second— 
4,20 meters in fourteen seconds, which 
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fe nearly two and one-half miles. Dur- 
ing the fring a few drops of rein fell. 
I interviewed from twenty te thirty 
large wine growers who used the cannon 
last summer. They were all emphatic 
in their belief in the efficacy of fighting 
hail with gunpowder.

At the meeting which followed the ex- 
hibition, the general secretary of the alll- 
ance, Mr. Silvestre, delivered an address, 
in which he cited many proofs of the effi- 
cacy of the cannon against the hail. Sev- 
eral grape growers took the floor and as- 
serted that their vines were destroyed, 
while those of their neighbors who were 
under the protection of the eqnnon were 
uninjured. Bowe : 

An agricultural paper announces that a 
vast defensive alliance has been formed 
in the French Alps, including the grape 
growers of five departments. for the pur- 
pose of buying cannon and powder for 
war against the hall next summer, The 
grape growers everywhere believe in the 
cannon, Dr. Paul Cagzeneiive, one of the 
most distinguished sciéntists of France, 
says the question is still in the domain 
of oxperiment and that nothing is proven; 
“that the commune of Denice was not 
this year on the line of the hailstorm and 
was only spattered by the heavy sur- 
rounding storms.” He adds that “if a 
number of communes where cannon were 
fired were on the line of the hallstorm 
and were protected and the others were 
subject to great losses from hall, that 
would prove the efficacy of the cannon.” 
The wine growers say this is just what 
happened. Dr. Caseneuve thinks that no 
amount of cannon firing would influence 
great storm, and asks what these can- 
non would have done against the terri- 
ble cyclone at Galveston. But he thinks 
the experiments should be continued ‘‘sys- 
tematically and scientifically” and that 
“when it shall have been demonstrated 
that moderate hailstcrms can be conjured 
then it will be time enough to take meas- 
ures against hurricanes."’ | 

The doubts of this learned scientist will 
not prevent many thousand of cannon 
from being used in the vineyards of 
France next summer.

cial.)}—Lieutenant Pressly Brice, of the 
Fourteenth infantry, has written a letter 
to his family, who live at Winnsboro, this 
state, that contains some interesting com- 
ment on the system of looting in China 
as practiced by the different armies, ana 
on the personnel of the soldiers of the 
nationg represented. The letter was writ- 
ten at Pekin just before the Americans 
withdrew. Telling of the landing at Taku, 
he says: 
As we neared that city we saw one 
of the most imposing sights of our times. 
Drawn up, apparently in open sea, were 
vessels of all nationg of the world, There 
are some who tell us that ours is a dead 
profession, but this inspiring sight dia 
not leave us of that opinion. But it 
humbled our pride that in all that fleet 
of seventy-five war vessels, America haa 
but one. . 

“The forts of Taku had been repaired. 

and ghowed little evidence of the cannon- 
ading, but it was in the town itself that 
we got the first idea of the horror and de- 
vastation of war. Not one house remained 
standing, and not a Chinaman remained, 
except some, herded together like cat- 
tle, who were the coolles of the conquer- 
ors. Their German and Russian masters 
cemmunicated their commands by kicks 
and licks inatead of by words. 
At Taku we got our firat glimpse of the 
troops of other nations, and heard for the 
Arat time the mized, discordant jabber- 
ings of the different tongues—all of which 
must resemble the famous tower of Babe 
more than anything since its day. Sinco 
coming here, except ‘when we meet the 
Englishmen, eve discard speech altogether 
and use a language of signs. In thie gim- 
ple manner the Japanese and the Amer- 
loans, who are good friends, can under- 
stand each other most perfectly. I haa 
thought that I perhaps knew a little 
French, so one day I accosted a Russian 
officer with ‘Parles vous Francais?’ ‘Oui, 
oul, monsieur,’ came back, and such a 
volley of French ag would ‘have dazed a 
native born. This so disconcerted me that 
with a bow and some gesticulations 1 
gave him to understand that I had an en- 
gagement elsewhere. I have not triea 
French since. 

“From Taku we marched overland to 


| Tongku, where we took the railway under 


Russian control for Tien Tsin. Between 
these two places the country resembles 
nothing more than the unprofitable wastes 
of Nevada, and absolutely without in- 
habitants. This was a revelation to those 
of us who had expected to see a land 80 
teeming with people that one could hard- 
ly walk without stepping on them.

This is the 
courtyard of the palace, and has all the 
gorgeous barbaric splendor one reads of, 
but still falls far short of the congres- 
sional library at Washington. 

“At this point our detachment was dis- 
solved and we rejoined our regiment near 
the southern part of Pekin at the Palace 
of the Earth, or temple of agriculture as 
it is sometimes called. Before our arrival 
no foreigners had ever set foot inside its 
sacred walls. Here the emperor came 
once a year and fasted twenty-four hours, 
then going out to the gate before his peo- 
ple he prayed for prosperous seasons. No 
one except his sacred highness, the son 
of heaven, and his attendants entered 
here. We are living in Sibley tents, and 
will probably do so all winter. My front 
and rear tentpoles are cedars over (0 
years old. ! 

“The country from Tien Tin here was 
all under cultivation and resembled the 
beautiful flelds of Iowa. Every inch was 
under some sort of tillage The crops 
are almost identical with those in our 
part of the south. Corn was in abun- 
dance, as was sorghum and the smail 
gtains, save oats, and here and there was 
a little cotton of smaller weed and not 
so well fruited as our own. 

To England next to our’own nation 
we all look. But here one meets disap- 
pointment. Oom Paul just now has en- 
gagements with the flower of Britain's 
trocpa Go here she is with only one 
regiment of natives, and all the rest are 
Indians. The Welsh Fusileers are hand- 
some, well-sct-up troops, and are brave 
to recklessness. They are the most in- 
telligent looking troops here, and while 
all the others ars dirty, they are always 
spotiessly clad. . 
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protection, but it is undeniable that the 
results obtained are most interesting and 
give veritable hopes for the future." 

Before the present improved cloud de- 
stroyers were in use, vine growers shot 
powder from a sheet fron case @xed in 
a strong box on the trunk of a tree, In 
some parts of France then rang, and 
atill ring church bells, believing that the 
vibrations in the atmosphere affected the 
elements.

The Holidays with Their Brcitement 
Often Lead to Wegiect or Care- 
leseness and for Thia Rea- 
som the Patrol Was 
Betablished. 


For the first time in the histery of the 
city the fire department is patrolling the 
business section of Atlanta. 

From the Aragon hotel down te the 
railroad and on to Trinity avenue, up 
Marietta street to the postoffice, on Bast 
and West Alabama street and upper end 
of Decatur street, Chief Joyner’s patrol- 
men went here and there, looking after 
the exploding firecracker, the numerous 
atreet stands where explosives were 
vended and all the thousand and one 
places where there was just a possibility 
that somebody might have a little too 
much Christmas and forget to be as 
careful as need be. 

They de their way into brilliantly 
lighted doors, around dark corners and 
through piles of boxes and crates; they 
peered behind counters and into ash 
barrels;, they kept an eye on cigar ends 
and saw that flying sparks were not left 
to cost somebody thousands of dollars. 

And nobody knew they were there. 

Eight men were picked from the de- 
partment, four to patrol the streets north 
of the railroad and four the south side. 
From noon of Christmas eve until mid- 
night they watched incessantly and care- 
fully. They were on guard last night, 
and this afternoon they will start out 
once more. The patrol will be kept up 
until the end of the holidays. 

Chief Joyner said last night that this 
was a new feature in the work of the de- 
partment, and was rendered necessary by 
the excitement and bustle of the holidays. 

These men kept going all through the 
business section of town,” he said. ‘‘Peo- 
ple are likely to get careless at this time. 
Not only are these patrolmen keeping an 
eye on the fireworks stands, but these 
places where holiday novelties are sold al- 
to need attention. I put eight men on last 
night, and shall keep them on duty unti) 
about the first of the year.“ 

Perhaps this is one reason why the city 
has not been awakened in the dead of 
last night or the night before by the cry 
of fire. The chief reaiizes that in this 
holiday season, when all the town goes 
frolicking, and Geapite burly policemen 
and the stern arm of the law, will per- 
sist in celebrating Christmas by firing 
cannon crackers and roman candies, 
there is a graver danger of a fire or even 
a conflagration than at other times. So, 
with his customary realization of the 
city’s danger, he immediately devised this 
plan to minimise it. 

The sum total of the fires of yesterday 
was two, both of little consequence and 
neither of them in the business portion of 
the city. 

The omnipresent small boy, coupled 
with the dangerous addition of the irre- 
aponsible firecracker, was productive of 
only one alarm, which was sent in @ few 
minutes before 11 o'clock in the forenoon, | 
when a firecracker atruck up an intimacy 
with some dead leaves and paper under 
the house at 9 East Harris street. The 
blase was extinguished immediately with 
no damage. 

The other fire occurred at 7 o'clock in 
the morning on Auburn avenue, just be- 
low Piedmont, where sparks from a chim- 

This dam- 
age was slight.

First Locomotive Running Out ot 
Charleston. 


MODEL WILL BE ON EXHIBITION 


Experiment with a Sailing Car Zi- 
ty Years Ago—The Speed It 
Made.

Charleston, 8. C., December . — (Spe- 
cal.) —An interesting exhibit for the 


South Carolina Interstate and West In- 


dian exposition, in Charleston, will show 
the great strides made in rapid transit 
since the first locomotive, know as ‘The 
Flying Dutchman,” was dullt for the 
short railway line running out of this 
city. An exact representation of this 
locomotive will be placed with the rail- 
way exhibit. 
way was organized May 12, 1828, and was 
the second railway company formed in 
the United States for commercial pur- 
poses and freight and passenger trans- 
portation. During the vear 1829 six 
miles of road was built. The same yea° 
a premium of $500 for the best locomotive 
by horse power was awarded to C. E 
Detmold, who invented one worked on 
an endless chain platform or treadmill, 
and which carried twelve passengers at 
the-rate of twelve miles an hour. This 
was the locomotive which was known as 
“The Flying Dutchman." , 

The same year a salling car was tested 
in Charleston. According to the accounts 
printed at the time a sai] was set on a 
car while a great concourse of people 
watched the proceedings... Fifteen pas- 
sengers got aboard and they were whisk- 
ed off at a fifteen-mile clip. Thirteen 


passengers and three tons of iron were 


hauled at the speed of ten miles an 
hour. The account goes on to describe 
how, while traveling at ita marvellous“ 
speed of twelve miles an hour, and 
loaded with a multitude consisting of 
fifteen passengers, the mast went by the 
board with the sail and rigging attach- 
ed, carrying with them several members 
of the crew. The wreck was described by 
several friendly shipmasters who kind- 
ly rendered assistance in rigging a jury 
mast, and the car was again soon put 
under way.“ 

In apite of the tremendous speed at- 
tained by this sail car, the promoters of 
the enterprise commisaioned E. I.. Mil- 
ler, of Charfeston, to construct a loco- 
motive to make ten milea an hour and 
to carry three times its welght. This 
was The Best Friend of Charleston," 
the firat locomotive built in America, 
Four months after the trial trip an ac- 
cident occurred, and to guard agalinet 
other accidents the rallway company la- 
aued a rule that not more than twenty» 
five passengers should be allowed on each 
car, The rules continued: That the lo- 
comotive shall not travel at a greater 
epeed when there ia attached—one car 
and passengers, at fifteen miles an hour; 
two cars and passengers, at twelve miles 
an hour, and three cara and passengers, 
at ten miles an hour.“ On June 17, 183), 
the existence of the “Best Friend of 
Charleston’’ was terminated, at the age 
of seven months, by an explosion of the 
doller. 

The second locomotive bullt in the 
United States, The West Point,.“ had 
already been in use on the South Caro- 
lina railway for about three months, and 
with this the unprecedented speed of two 
and three-fourths miles in eleven min- 
utes was attained, when a stop of two 
minutes was required for the purpose of 
olling the axles. Remarkable improve- 
ments were introduced and the train, 
consisting of four passenger cars and a 
barrier car to protect the clothing of 
passengers from sparks, and the engine 
together, carried 126 people, fifty of hom 
were ladies. 

The exposition directors have been look 
ing into the history of the old locomotives 
and trains and their idea is to give an 
exhibit which will be unique of ita kind, 
and which will be interesting to the great 
public, which is accustomed to the fine 
railway service of today.

LEADERS ARE BEHEADED 


Governor Entertains the Reformers 
and When Dispute Arises 
He Orders Their Im- 
mediate Execu- 
tion. 


Minneapolis, Mirn., December 
Times special from Vancouver says: News 
of a terrible massacre of the reform 
forces in China and the beheading of 
twenty-seven of its leaders wos received 
there today in a cablegram by W. A. Me- 
Row, 
Association in America. The engagement 
took place in the province of Cichill, a 
populous section of the Yang Tse valley 
in central China. It resulted in the ki!!- 
ing of 1,500 men and the complete de- 
moralization of the reform forces. The 
battle into which the reformers were 
brought by treachery occurred on Decem- 
ber 18th and the work of the movement 
has, as a consequence, been dropped in 
all that part of the country. 

The Chinese here are loud in their ex- 
pressions of disapproval of the conduct of 
the campaign by their leaders. It appears 
from the few detaila given in the cable- 
gram received today that Long Tom, the 
reform leader at the head of a badly 
armed force of 12,000, pald a visit to 
Chung Hi Tung, governor of the district, 
who, though an imperial officer, was be- 
lle ved to be in sympathy with the reform 
movement. Long was invited to the gov- 
ernor's palace and with his 12,000 men 
marched into the city. They left all 
their arms outside the gates, taking the 
precaution to carry only. their loaded re- 
volvers, There were 6,000 imperial troops 
in the town, but nothing was feared from 
them. When the audience with the gov- 
ernor was arranged there were twenty- 
seven of the leading followers of Kang 
Yu Wei admitted. Then a disagreement 
arose. The governor had the leaders 
seized and taken into the courtyard, 
where they were beheaded, ami in the 
meantime a secret erder had been sent 
to the imperial troops to descend upon 
the poorly armed rabble of the reform- 
ers, The 6,000 well drilled soldiers took 
the country people completely by sur- 
priee, but nevertheless the latter plucki- 
ly fought their way through and escaped. 
They carried away their own wounded, 
but left 1.800 dead ** field and scat- 
tered in the streets the city. 


CHINA WILL ACCEPT THE PLAN 


Foreign Ministers Say Oonditions 
Will Satisfy. 

London, December . —- According to a 
news agency dispatch from Pekin, dated 
December N. the foreign ministers there 
are unanimously of the opinion that 
China will accept the conditions imposed 
by the joint note of the powers within 
a month. The note was started on its 
vay to the dowagor empress and the em- 
peror immediately after ita presentation, 
the dispatch says, but wire communica- 


tion is slow and it probably will not 


reach them until December 27th. 
ARRESTS HAVE BEEN ORDERUL 


Chinese Government Preparing To 
Inflict Punishment. 

London, December 2%.—The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Standard, telegraph- 
ing December 2, cays: 

“The government has arrested Prince 
Tuan and Prince Chaung on the borders 
ef the Shan i and Shen Si provinces. 
Yu Hsien has been ordered to return to 
Sian Fu forthwith to be executed, it is 
supposed. It is inferred from these 7 
ports that the imperial authorities are 
preparing to concede the demands of the 
joint note for the punishfment of the in- 
stigators of the trouble in China.“ 


A LIST OF PROPERTY. 


Russian Officials Want an Inventory 
of Captured Stuff. 

London, December 3%.—‘‘Vice Admiral 
Alexieff,. says the St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent of The Times, has lasued or- 
ders to the men under his command in 
China to make detailed lists of the Chi- 
nese property—money, cattle, provisions, 
etc.—taken by them and where such 
property now is.” 

The correspondent also says that de- 
tachments of Russian troops in southern 
and southeastern Manchuria continue to 
pursue the work of exterminating disor- 
gabised Chinese troops and brigands.

THE MIDNIGHT APPETITE 


What New Yorkers Who Stay Up 
bay Late Get to Eat. 

New York Commercial Advertiser: If 
New York is the paradise of epicures, it 
can also soon prove its right, if it chooses, 
to the title of. the Klondike of purveyors. 
Some enthusiast has figured that there 
are at present only two places where 
the honest wayfarer may pay more for 
honest food and drink than in New York, 
namely, at Maxim's, in Paria, where the 
names of dishes printed on the menu 
have no prices attached and the charges 
for which are regulated by the mood of 
the waiter or the condition of the guest; 
and in the Arabian desert, where the 
guest is charged naught for his dinner, 
but is compelled by etiquette to give his 
host a horse. Maxim’s menus are florid 
affairs, artistically as well as commer- 
cially. One of them lies before me—fair 
souvenir of delicious cooking and of pl- 
racy supreme. It is printed in black, red 
and gold, and sports in one corner a 
blonde youth in a tall hat and a syiph 
in white tulle suggestively tipping a 
champagne glass. The blonde youth has 
his hands in his pocketa' and his monocle 
focused on Ris liver. That also is sug- 
gestive. 

‘The prices charged in uptown restau- 
rants are regulated, so experts agree, not 
by the volume of the patronage received 
ir. the day, but by the extent of the 
dinner and after-theater trade. The place 
that is popular after the theater is the 
place that flourishés, and when such a 
popularity is once won the prosperity 
of the proprietor, apparently, has no 
limit. It has been said, whether justly 
or unjustiv t, with generous furnish- 
ings and equipment, the more ruinous 
his prices the more popular will Boni- 
face become. There is one uptown estab- 
lishment w the waiters receive $5 
tips for “hoRling a table.“ These things 
can be accounted for onl- on the theory 
that the vast after-dinner floating popu- 


lation regards its midnight appetite with 


less affection than the chance to spend 
its money. Its method of allaying the 
former and accomplishing the latter are 
equally dramatic. 

In other words, ‘“Del’s,”.§ “Sherry’s,” 
“the Waldorf,’ were terms supposed to 
convey the idea of limitless extrava- 
gance as scenes for a midnight supper. 
There are now several establishments in 
upper Broadway boasting of figures on 
their bills of faré calculated to put Char- 
lew Delmonico or Louis Sherry to the 
blush. The thing is in no way remarka- 
ble except that the very persons who 
pay them without a moan or sigh still 
cherish the hallucination that all the ex- 
travagance is in Fifth avenue, and would 
shudder at the idea of going there. There 
ia never a night of the week when these 
places are not crowded, and the only 
wonder is where all the money comes 
from. If the crowds increase so do the 
prices. In a way it is perfectly legiti- 
mate. Mine host can care only for so 
many. If some are turned away those 
‘who remain must pay. A thoroughly 
sound proposition. 

A glance at the cards of three restau- 
rants, all of them within half a mlle of 
each other, and all catering to the after- 
theater element, will disclose some inter- 
esting figures. After such a glance it is 
easy to see how a very ordinary supper 
may cost a man what would keep a fam- 
fly of four persons comfortably for a 
week. One is not inclin d to grumble at 
82650 for 4 pheasant, and canvas-back 
duck,eas we all know, is cheap at %. A 
dosen encalloped oysters at $1 seem to 
approach luxury. and a thimbleful of pre.

SOCIETY LEARNS TO COOK. 


School Where Rich Women Learn 


Som Practical. 
New York Evening Sun: Probably the 


most prominent because of its patronage 
by New York society women, some of 
whom were in its classes when girls, is 
the New York Cooking school, which at 
present has its ample quarters in the 
United Charities building, at the ceqrner 
of Fourth avenue and Twenty-second 
street. The classes are in charge of Miss 
Emily Huntington, who has had the ex- 
perience of cooking for years, and who, 
by her practical instruction, has turned 
many a thoughtless debutante into, a ca- 
pable young housekeeper, in every way 
— to conduct her future house- 
old. 

In the cooking department are ten good. 
sized rooms, fitted out with tables, stoves, 
all manner of cooking utensils and pleas - 

ant little rooms. where the cooking of the 
classes is spread out and enjoyed as a 
lunch or dinner by the classes. The 
kitchen is large and well lighted, and 
containg an immense range, where a}! 
the dainties and substantia! branches of 
—— culinary art are put to an actual 
ent. 

For several years this cook! ach 
has been one of the favorite ae os 
society women during the winter morn- 
ings. Classes from six to twelve are 
formed, the women banding themselves 
in order that each other's social e 
ments will not conflict with the work. 
Here the prosaic art of cooking becomes 
a real delight, and there is absolutély 
nothing in the way of cooking, from the 
preparation of the daintiest breakfast or 
lunch to the heaviest of dinners or ban- 
quets, but what Miss Huntington and her 
corps of experienced teachers are qual- 
L to instruct the classes in. Those

working girls of the night classes and 
the children of the tenement districts 
free of charge. They have the very same 
facilities and instructions as the society 
women, but, of course, on a more mod. 
fied scale, such as being taught the 
branches of cooking that will suit their 
more siender purses. The same experi- 
enced teachers instruct them. 

“The working girl's classes will all de- 
gin after the holidays, as we are unabie 
to hold these classes now owing to the 
young women having to work nights ia 
the stores. As we all know, many of 
these girla marry men who are cone 
nected in business with them—such ag 
a saleslady marrying a clerk or ficor- 
walker—and as these girls, many of 
them, have worked in stores since they 
were children they have had no chances 
whatever in practical cooking or house. 
keeping, and it is this we undertake to 
teach them free of charge at our night 
classes. 


“Then again, the mother and father 

in the tenement house may both be work 
ing to support a large family. Their 
hours are long and they are tired and 
hungry when they get home. Perhape 
there is a little girl ten or twelve years 
old in the family. She then comes to 
our mission classes and this little thing 
is taught practical cooking and fs t- 
structed how to save and utilise what 
is left over from one meal for the next. 
There are many parents all over this city 
whose hearts are made lighter by a good 
dinner awaiting them at night 1 
by one of these eager little cooks. 
boys are also found in classes and many 
@ miniature chef is born in this man- 
ner. 
The society girl contemplating marriage 
hies herself to the cooking school, where 
the instruction, which at first seems play, 
grows intensely interesting as the course 
goes on, and finally she is qualified to or- 
der a dinner at home that she herself 
knows how to prepare. 

“One day.““ says Miss Huntington, 
“Miss Cameron, the daughter of the late 
Sir Roderick Cameron, exclaimed in her 
class after she had finished her morning 
instruction: ‘What a dinner I ordered 
of my cook last night! Why, all the 
things I ordered were to be cooked on 
one place of the stove, all in the oven, 
and I don't see how she ever got 
through!“ 

This is one of the secrets the cooking 
achool teaches. Every part of the stove 
is used—oven, top and open fire—in the 
preperation of a dinner, for no one real- 
izes the struggle of a poor cook down 
in the kitchen trying to cook a dinner 
“all on one place on the stove.” Things 
are half cooked and tasteless, and the 
cook is evidently discharged owing to 
the inexperience of the housewife der- 
self. 

The public is invited to visit the school 
on Wednesdays from 4 to 6 o'clock in 
the ‘afternoon. Then will be seen classes 
of the mission children at work in their 
neat white aprons and caps and who fol- 
low their teacher with great eagerness. 

“All women who join the paying classes, 
which are very reasonable, can feel that 
they are benefiting themselves and also 
supporting a worthy charity,” supple- 
mented Miss Huntington.
